COMMANDER'S MESSAGE 


Congress should follow Coast Guard motto 


When I served in the Army’s Old Guard at Fort Myer, Va., toward the 
end of the Vietnam era, I had many things to worry about. Being paid 
was never one of them. Unfortunately, members of the Coast Guard 
recently learned they cannot be assured of a steady paycheck. 

‘As we entered the new year, our federal government was already nine 
days into what would become the longest U.S. federal government 
shutdown in history, I can assure you that The American Legion was not 
shut down. Nor was the Coast Guard, although its pay certainly was. 

Because the Coast Guard is under the Department of Homeland 
Security, its payroll was not appropriated in advance like the other 
service branches, which are under the Department of Defense. The latest 
shutdown was the first ever to cause an entire branch of our military to 
suffer a pay stoppage. 

This occurred despite legislation in both houses of Congress that 
would have paid these men and women, who continued to defend our 
shores every single day during that period of deep uncertainty. The fact 
that the Pay Our Coast Guard Act did not fly through Congress is 
nothing short of bipartisan failure. 

It was politics over patriotism. I am proud that your American Legion 
provided more than $1 million in temporary financial assistance to 
thousands of Coast Guard families in need through our Veterans & 
Children Foundation. This was $1 million more than the government 
provided them during the same period. 

Keep in mind, these are non-repayable grants, not loans. We budgeted 
only $280,000 for the year, because no one could have anticipated that 
members of our military would not be paid. While they did receive 
retroactive backpay, Coast Guard personnel should not have had to face 
the worry and stress of not knowing when or how their bills would be 
paid. There’s also the likelihood that Coast Guard recruiting and 
retention will take a hit. 

Your continuing support for The American Legion’s Veterans & 
Children Foundation is most appreciated. You can make donations 
online at legion.org/tfia. 

Never again should members of our nation’s military have to visit 
soup kitchens to feed their families. A junior enlisted member of the 
military earns less than $23,200 in annual base pay, below the poverty 
level for a family of four. Unlike other federal workers, he or she does 
not have the option of simply quitting on the spot and finding another 
job during a shutdown. Congress and the White House need to ensure 
that not a single servicemember goes unpaid during future shutdowns. 
By passing the Pay Our Coast Guard Act, Congress will provide the men 
and women defending our shores the financial security they deserve. 

Despite the 35-day shutdown, the 41,000 men and women of the 
Coast Guard continued to perform search-and-rescue operations, drug 
interdictions and maritime security missions every day. Their motto is 
Semper Paratus - “always ready.” We should expect Congress and the 
White House to show the same commitment.

Since 1968, gun violence has claimed more lives 
than all U.S. wars combined. Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal is right: “Our communities should not 
feel like war zones .... (we) begin ending the 
carnage by doing more to keep guns out of the 
hands of those who cannot 
be trusted to handle them 
responsibly.” Some people 
have worked overtime to 
make gun violence 
prevention a divisive issue, 
but saving lives is something 
we can all agree on.

Gun-control advocates

federal laws and regulations that already do that 
for felons, fugitives, domestic abusers, etc. 

While this bill was offered as a response to 
tragic mass shootings, a study on background 
checks found that evidence for the effect of 
background checks on mass shootings is 
“inconclusive.” Inconclusive evidence is a poor 
excuse to pass any law in Congress. 

H.R. 8 subjects law-abiding citizens to potential 
federal criminal penalties for simply handing a 
gun to another person. While there are some 
exceptions, they are overly broad and complicated 
for unwary citizens. Unfortunately, this bill will 
make criminals out of responsible gun owners and 
heavily infringes on the Second Amendment. 

Some gun-related tragedies and crimes are 
preventable. However, instead of undermining the 
Constitution, we should improve cooperation 
between law-enforcement agencies to ensure that 
U.S. citizens are protected from violent criminals 
and mentally ill people wishing to harm others. 

When I took my oath of office, I swore to protect 
and defend the U.S. Constitution. This does not 
exclude the Second Amendment. I will oppose any 
attempt to infringe on our Second Amendment 
rights, including FLR. 8.

Healing hugs 

It turns out there’s some 
scientific backing for the pop- 
culture cliché “hug it out.” 

Anew study led by Michael 
Murphy of Carnegie Mellon 
University states that hugs can be 
a buffer against damaging 
changes in mood associated with 
interpersonal conflict, according to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science (AAAS). 

Murphy's team interviewed 
404 adults over 14 days, asking 
about interpersonal conflicts they 
faced, hugs they received, and 
any positive or negative moods 
they experienced. 

“Receiving a hug on the day of 
conflict was concurrently 
associated with a smaller decrease 
in positive emotions and a smaller 
increase in negative emotions,” 
AAAS reports. 

“Individuals who engage more 
frequently in interpersonal touch 
enjoy better physical and 
psychological health,” AAS 
continues, citing Murphy's 
research. “This possibility holds 
important potential implications 
for health and well-being, because 
conflicts with others are associated 
with a large range of deleterious 
psychological and physical 
outcomes.”

With VA’s help, more veterans are achieving 
greater blood-pressure control.

Get in the blood pressure “sweet 
spot,” and you'll live longer. That's 
what one of several VA studies on 
blood pressure shows. 

What exactly is blood pressure? 
Tt is the force of your blood 
pushing against the walls of your 
arteries. Your blood pressure is 
highest when your heart beats 
(systolic pressure). When your 
heart is at rest between beats, your 
blood pressure falls (diastolic 
pressure). Your blood pressure 
reading uses these two numbers 
~ 120/80 means a systolic of 120 
and a diastolic of 80. 

You are considered to have high 
blood pressure, or hypertension, 
when your blood pressure readings 
are above 140/90 on at least two 
occasions. The blood pressure of 
about one-third of American 
adults, or about 75 million people, 
is high, but only about half of 
them have it under control. When 
your blood pressure stays high, 
over time your heart works harder. 
This increases your risk for heart 


disease and stroke; it can also 
contribute to heart failure, kidney 
disease and blindness. 

The good news is that about 
three-quarters of veterans have 
their high blood pressure under 
control because of care they 
receive at VA medical centers. 

“VA does a great job controlling 
veterans’ blood pressure,” says 
Ross Fletcher, chief of staff 
emeritus at the Washington, 

D.C., VA Medical Center. “Blood 
pressure has been one of the prime 
areas of VA clinical research since 
the 1960s.” 

VA stores electronic health 
records of every blood-pressure 
reading taken on a veteran since 
2000, including 3.5 million 
patients from Alaska to Puerto 
Rico who have high blood 
pressure. Each veteran’s record 
includes a reminder to check blood 
pressure at the next doctor visit, 
and to make sure he or she has

The risks of cold 
and flu meds 


The worst of the flu season may be behind 
us, but as HealthDay reports, cardiologists 
are reminding their patients that some 
over-the-counter cold and flu medicines can 
pose real risks to their hearts. 

People with uncontrolled high blood 
pressure or heart disease should avoid 
taking oral decongestants, says Sondra 
DePalma, a physician assistant at the 
PinnacleHealth CardioVascular Institute at 
UPMC Pinnacle in Pennsylvania, “And for the 
general population or someone with low 
cardiovascular risk, they should use them 
with the guidance of a health-care provider.” 

DePalma co-authored guidelines from 
the American Heart Association and the 
American College of Cardiology focused on 
managing high blood pressure. 
Decongestants and nonsteroidal anti- 
inflammatories (NSAIDs), found in many cold 
medicines, are listed as medications that 
could increase blood pressure, according to 
HealthDay. 

Decongestants constrict blood vessels, 
allowing less fluid into your sinuses. 

“if you have high blood pressure or heart 
disease, the last thing you need is 
constricting blood vessels,” says Erin Michos, 
associate director of preventive cardiology 
at the Johns Hopkins Ciccarone Center for 
the Prevention of Heart Disease. 

Ifyou must use decongestants, blood- 
pressure guidelines recommend the shortest 
duration possible, HealthDay reports. Other 
alternatives include nasal saline and 
antihistamines.

medication refills. If your blood pressure is high, you will be 
sent to a specialty or nurse-run clinic for further treatment. 

A series of studies led by Fletcher show that veterans can 
achieve high rates of blood-pressure control in all age and ethnic 
groups and in both sexes. Highlights of those studies include: 
= “Get into the sweet spot of control from 120 to 140 systolic, on 
average, and survival increases substantially,” Fletcher says. 
“Blood pressures above or below these ranges are associated 
with a higher risk of death in all ages. The beauty is that few 
veterans are below 110 or above 150.” Over 70 percent of 
veterans hit the “sweet spot.” 
= Even older patients can achieve blood-pressure control. “Older 
patients respond well to treatment. As older veterans make 
gains in control, they are able to bring systolic levels down to 
below 140, just about the same level as younger patients,” 
Fletcher said. VA studies show that diastolic blood pressure also 
decreases in all age groups older than 55 with better control. 

* Caucasian and African-American patients are able to control 
their blood pressure. A VA study found that both groups 
improved high blood-pressure control over 11 years, but blacks 
consistently were 5 percent less well-controlled than whites. 
“More intensive treatment, with improved weight control, may 
be required if blacks are to achieve blood-pressure control equal 
to whites,” Fletcher says. “However, when blacks lower pressure 
to the sweet spot, they have fewer strokes, heart failure and 
kidney failure.” 

You can help control your blood pressure with some simple 
lifestyle changes and prescription medications. Heart-healthy 
lifestyle changes include losing weight, eating plenty of fruits 
and vegetables, exercising more, consuming less salt in your 
diet, taking time to relax and not smoking. 

Blood pressure medications work in different ways to lower 
blood pressure. Some remove extra fluid and salt from the body, 
while others slow down the heartbeat or relax and widen blood 
vessels. Many patients take two, three or more medications. 

High blood pressure may qualify you for disability payment. 
Veterans with multiple tours of combat are nearly one-third 
more likely to have high blood pressure, and those who have 
witnessed death while on active duty are 50 percent more likely 
to develop the disease, 

New research links exposure to Agent Orange to high blood 
pressure, which could dramatically expand disability benefits to 
those who served in Vietnam. The findings from the National 
‘Academies of Sciences, Engineering and Medicine recommend 
adding high blood pressure to the list of 14 diseases associated 
with Agent Orange exposure. 

“High blood pressure is a silent disease,” Fletcher says. “You 
must take your blood pressure and know it. Buy a home blood 
pressure cuff to make sure your blood pressure stays low. If it 
goes up, get treatment as soon as possible. Treatment does 
improve survival.”

If visiting a national park is on your agenda this 
summer, here's some advice to help you get the most 
out of the experience and avoid the crowds as much 
as possible: 

Book in advance If you want to stay in one of the 
historic national park lodges, such as the Majestic 
Yosemite Hotel in California or Yellowstone's Old 
Faithful Inn in Wyoming, and you haven't booked it 
yet, forget it. These lodges are incredibly busy and 
usually have to be reserved years in advance. 

Many national parks are also remote and don’t 
have many hotels or even restaurants nearby, such as 
Bryce Canyon National Park in Utah. While the Best 
Western Plus Bryce Canyon is a great option, you 
may also want to check HomeAway, VRBO or Airbnb 
to see what vacation rentals may be available. 

Go early The summer months are the national 
parks’ peak season; many are difficult to navigate 
during the winter, and school is out, so families are 
traveling in droves. To avoid huge crowds in the 
most popular parks, get there as early as you can, 
ideally as soon as the sun rises - or even camp 
overnight, so you can be there first thing. You're 
likely to have a quieter experience. As you head 
toward noon in many parks, you may find yourself 
constantly scooting over for someone walking past 
on a busy trail 

Explore the backcountry A little-known option 
in many national parks is to visit the park’s 
backcountry instead of its most popular trails. In

Zion National Park in Utah, for example, there are 
parts of the park that are not serviced by the main 
visitor center, which handles its “frontcountry” 
trails, including the super popular “Narrows” and 
“Angel's Landing.” This is easiest to do by securing a 
backpacking or camping permit to gain access to the 
more remote areas. Permits may need to be reserved 
at least a year in advance, however. 


Enter through the least busy side You can also 
avoid congestion by driving into the park via a side 
that is not the main entrance. For example, in Rocky 
Mountain National Park in Colorado, most people 
come through the east side via Estes Park, whereas if 
you stay in Grand Lake on the west side, you may 
skip some of the traffic 

Research parking Parking can also fill quickly in 
many national parks, so arriving early is key. In 
Zion, the main lot is usually full by 10 a.m., and 
visitors must then park in a nearby town and take a 
shuttle. Research the parking situation in advance 
and see if you can get information about when the 
lots typically fill. 

If all else fails and the parks are just too busy to 
enjoy, head to a state park instead. Utah has some 
amazing parks, such as Kodachrome Basin State 
Park and Coral Pink Sand Dunes State Park, that 
offer similar scenery without the crowds.

VETERANS UPDATE 


More vets to rely on VA-paid community care

Starting this summer, many more veterans 
enrolled in the VA health-care system will gain 
access to VA-contracted provider networks in their 
communities, a move toward fulfilling the promise 
of more timely, convenient medical care that 
fueled passage of the VA MISSION Act last year. 

And depending on how quickly these provider 
networks can be organized to meet new demands, 
VA-enrolled veterans will 
also soon gain access to 
commercially run urgent- 
care clinics for treatment of 
common injuries and 
illnesses without need of 
prior approval from VA 
primary-care physicians. 

In February, VA released 
long-awaited details on how 
the new urgent-care benefit 
and Veterans Community 
Care Program will operate. 

However, many veterans service organizations 
complained that VA failed to engage with them 
while shaping those implementation rules, raising 
more questions than it answered. 

Veterans groups and congressional oversight 
committees sought two assurances from expansion 
of VA-paid community care: that it will be properly 
funded and that quality of care won't be sacrificed 
for speedier appointments with for-profit providers, 

Doubts also surfaced over whether VA will have 
in place by June the complex procedures and 
enhanced administrative tools necessary to avoid 
the kind of calamitous launch that scarred the 
Choice program in 2014. 

Key purposes of the MISSION Act are to reform 
Choice and to consolidate up to a half-dozen VA 
community-care plans Congress created to address 
local or parochial needs over the past decade or 
more. VA and key lawmakers began to criticize 
access standards under Choice as arbitrary, 
designed to contain costs rather than meet 
veterans’ clinical-care needs. 

The new access standards, however, are simply 
more liberal versions of the Choice parameters. To 
qualify for outside care, the program required 
veterans either to live more than 40 miles from a 
VA facility having a primary-care provider, or to 
face waits for VA medical appointments longer 
than 30 days. 
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The Veterans Community Care Program 
allows veterans to use networks of local providers 
for primary care, mental health care or non- 
institutional extended care services if their average 
drive time to get to such care from VA is longer 
than 30 minutes. They will be allowed to use 
outside providers for specialty care if their average 
drive time to see a VA specialist is more than 
60 minutes. 

More veterans will also 
gain access to private-sector 
networks using new wait- 
time triggers: longer than 20 
days to access VA primary 
care, mental health care and 
non-institutional extended 
care services and waits 
longer than 28 days for VA 
specialty care. 

The access standards are 
one of six criteria Congress approved to expand 
and reshape community-care eligibility. More 
governing regulations are to be issued in locales 
where VA services are unavailable, in states where 
VA has no full-service medical facility, to extend 
grandfather protections to outside care under the 
Choice 40-mile standard, in situations determined 
by “medical best interest” of patients, and where 
VA determines that one of its own medical service 
lines isn’t meeting its quality care standards. 

In proposed rules governing networks of urgent- 
care clinics, VA emphasized the new benefit must 
not be used to treat chronic conditions, which still 
will be managed by primary-care physicians. 
Veterans with temporary or episodic health needs, 
however, will be able to walk into participating 
urgent-care clinics rather than schedule VA office 
appointments or travel to a VA emergency room. 

The first three urgent-care visits in a calendar 
year will be free to veterans in Priority Groups 1 to 
5. Certain veterans in Group 6, and all veterans in 
Groups 7 and 8, will be charged a co-pay of $30 
per visit. To discourage overuse of urgent care, the 
$30 co-pay will be charged to veterans after their 
third walk-in visit, including those with service- 
connected disabilities. That detail drew criticism 
from veterans groups.

‘EVERYTHING STARTS 


WITH A PICTURE’

ta time when modernization is front and 

center for the U.S. Army, the branch's top 

noncommissioned officer is reaching into 
the past to revive an image for a new generation. 
The service dress uniform style of World War II 
officers is coming back. The move, which had 72 
percent approval in an October 2018 Army Times 
poll, aims to project tomorrow’s soldier as a sharply 
outfitted professional, able to fight and qualified to 
work in any chosen career field after discharge. 

“The No. 1 reason is to identify to the American 

people that we have a very professional force,” Sgt. 
Maj. of the Army Daniel A. Dailey says. “The Sgt. 
Maj. Dailey dream is that every soldier leaves the 
Army with either a degree or a credential. We are 
on a path to success.” 
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Starting this year, the Army will begin issuing 
the new service dress uniforms - to recruiters first, 
with a full rollout in 2020. The new “Army greens” 
are historically accurate representations of the 
“pink and greens” — so called due to the pinkish 
hue the pants could assume after laundering — 
worn by iconic World War II officers like Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. George C. Marshall. 

Dailey wore a prototype of the throwback 
uniform at the Army-Navy football game in 
December. “I'm one of the guys who gets to 
walk onto the field with the president, so the 
cameras were there,” Dailey said. “I didn't have 
to tell anybody what it was. I didn’t have to 
remind anybody. I was immediately recognized 
as, ‘You look like a soldier.’ That was the intent.” 


Dailey, an American Legion member and father 
of a Virginia American Legion Boys State alum, 
spoke with The American Legion Magazine about 
the uniform change and other innovations he’s 
driving to advance the Army’s image among 
families, recruits, soldiers and industries looking 
for skilled professionals who served their country. 


What makes this historic uniform appealing now? 
To this day, grandchildren of that greatest 
generation recognize that uniform, universally. 
It’s distinguishable. It’s prominent. I want the 
American people to look at our soldiers and say, 
“Man, that’s a good-looking young man or woman 
who is serving our country.” And the acceptance 
rate of our soldiers - in my recollection on any 
survey on uniforms - is higher than any other. 


How closely does this version match the original? 
We wanted to be historically correct, but to say 
that definitively is very difficult. It transformed 
rapidly (during World War II) because of the scale 
of what we were doing. There were so many 
manufacturers, different hues in fabric, different 
types, and there were so many changes - colors of 
rank, all kinds of things. Imagine ... we had 
millions of people in the Army at that point. 


We are calling it an accurate historic 
representation. Is it 100 percent accurate? No, 
because we want to capitalize on modern-day 
fabric capabilities, wearability, all those things. It 
is not the traditional wool of World War II. There is 
a fabric that is a wool blend that will last longer, 
wear better, be cooler in the summer and warmer 
in the winter. It’s a higher-quality uniform that 
takes us from a four-year to six-year wear life. 


Where will it fit into a soldier's wardrobe? 

Before we made the dress blue uniform we have 
now, we had three types of uniforms: utility, 
service dress (your business uniform), and then 
our dress blues. What we found over time was we 
didn’t have a divide between your service dress 
and your formal uniform. In short, we were 
wearing a tuxedo to work. It is still the signature 
uniform of the United States Army, and it will go 
back to become the dress uniform. So, we will 
have a utility, a service uniform (which is the 
greens, our professional uniform), and then our 
dress formal uniform. And then the most formal is 
the dress mess, which is equivalent to a civilian 
tux with tails, worn to state dinners and balls. 


When will soldiers begin wearing them? 

We've already started working with industries to 
produce the first 10,000. We're focused on the 
Northeast, with the recruiting battalion - they will 
be the first - we're hoping in the spring. We will 
expand that to the rest of the recruiters, about 
9,000 more, and then we will produce about a 
company’s worth for the Old Guard (and) about 
another 120 to Pershing’s Own, the U.S. Army 
Band, because they perform around the world. 
And then, consistent with all other uniform 

(changes) in history, we will outfit about 500 
senior leaders and their sergeants major. 


At what point will they be issued? 

We will start issuing this uniform to 
soldiers after basic training. They will 
either get it at the end of AIT (advanced 

individual training) or when they get to 

their first unit, When they graduate from 
AIT is when they are fully certified to be 
a soldier, qualified in their MOS (military

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occupational specialty). That reduces cost and 
allows them to stabilize their body weight, so we 
don’t have to re-fit and issue new uniforms. 


Do you see the new uniforms boosting recruitment? 
I believe that it is easier to change a perception 
than to instill one. I believe this uniform is going 
to help us. All we have to do, as senior service 
leaders, is change the perception, to be positive. 


What makes recruitment difficult right now? 
There is unfortunately a depleting number of 
individuals 18 to 24 who are eligible for military 
service. Then you mix that with propensity to 
serve, and recruiting becomes a challenging 
problem — not just for us but industry, too ... we're 
all looking for the same product. We want a high 
school grad of good moral character who is 
physically fit and 18 to 24, Everybody wants that. 


What are some of the Army’s selling points? 

There is a mission we have - to defend the 
United States of America - but we do much more 
than that. We train and educate you. We certify 
you. We give you credentials now, according to 
that of your civilian counterparts, as you serve. 
We provide you education opportunities unlike 
any other organization. And we give you a sense of 
responsibility and leadership. We want that 
message to resonate at dinner tables. 


How is the Army helping with career tr 9? 

For years, we provided tuition assistance for 
traditional education, and that works very well for 
those soldiers who want to pursue that - about 18 
percent. That's a positive thing, but it’s not 
enough. Only about 30 percent of the jobs in 
America require a traditional education. Skilled 
labor is in great demand right now, and if 18 
percent of our soldiers are choosing a traditional 
education path, what are we doing for the soldiers 
who aren’t? Why can't we simultaneously give 
them credit if that directly equates to skills needed 
outside the Army? 

The goal is to credential every single soldier in 
their military occupational skill when it directly 
translates or correlates to a civilian credential or 
certificate. When a young soldier comes in, each 
one of the centers of excellence where they are 
trained has as an initial mission to find a way to 
civilian-credential those folks. For electricians, 
welders and plumbers or MPs, it’s actually not 
hard. We are making a lot of strides, but we still 
have this big gap because most of the Army is 
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combat arms. How do you equate what they do to 
civilian skills? 

Just like we have tuition assistance, we came up 
with the idea of credentialing assistance. We 
worked with Congress and the Department of 
Labor, and happily, this last National Defense 
Authorization Act round authorizes that service 
secretaries can create credentialing assistance 
funds, and we just launched in October, at Fort 
Hood, Texas, the first limited-user test. What we're 
doing is offering civilian credentialing out there to 
all soldiers, regardless of their MOS. 

Simultaneously, we have worked with industry 
over the last five or six years to create what is 
called Career Skills Programs. This is where 
industry comes in and says, “We'll train and 
educate your soldiers, most of them during the last 
120 to 90 days of transition, in a skill that we 
need.” Now we have this great network across all 
of our military installations, where our soldiers - 
while they are in transition — they will fully certify 
them. For example, at Joint Base Lewis-McChord 
in Washington, the HVAC (heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning) industry said, “Hey there’s a 
huge shortage of HVAC technicians. We're going to 
train and educate these soldiers and have them 
fully certified on residential and commercial HVAC 
systems before they get out of the Army. Those 
programs have 95 percent job placement. 

Our soldiers are starting to realize now that 
credentialing is an avenue to the American dream. 

The intent is to expand this across the entire 
Army, and those soldiers will be able to choose 
from what we think are about 1,500 credentials 
that we have vetted as legitimate. Those are all on 
what is called the COOL website - Credentialing 
Opportunities On-Line (cool.army.mil). 


Why is this such a passion for you? 

Every mom and dad, to include me, wants one 
thing for their child, and that’s a little better 
chance at life than we all had. We've got to tell 
them that the Army is a viable option to get there, 
because it is. Is a uniform going to do that solely? 
No. There's a lot of other things that are going to 
have to happen. But everything starts with a 
picture, and if you can put a soldier in hometown 
‘America in a uniform that’s universally recognized 
by what they believe to be the greatest generation, 
you're partway there. The door is at least open. 
That's the intent of what we are doing. &¥

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DRONES 


As technology evolves and regulations 
loosen, unmanned aerial vehicles are 
changing American life.

enjoy a beautiful June day on their inner tubes. As the sun began to 7 ' 
fade in the early evening sky, the group began to worry they wouldn’t ‘ad ' 
find a place to exit the river before nightfall. 

Stopped on a sandbar, the trio realized their cellphones had no signal. 
One tuber was suffering from serious back pain. They decided to send 
one person out through the woods to find help, or at least phone 
reception. 

The tuber made it out to a road she didn’t recognize and called the 
Decorah (Iowa) Fire Department. She helped first responders track 
down her location. But when it came time to find the others, the 
woman had only a vague recollection of the path she'd taken out 
of the woods. 

“She gave them a general direction she thought she came from,” 
Decorah Fire Chief Mike Ashbacher says. “Had we had to search 
either by boat or ground, it would have taken us some time. 

The area was pretty rugged.” 

The rescuers didn’t have to do that. Instead, they sent up a 
drone that found the stranded tubers within minutes. Flying over 
the treetops, the drone located the river and followed its path. 

Once they'd pinpointed the tubers’ location, rescuers brought 
the drone back and sent it to the tubers again, this time with a 
note telling them to stay put. From there, 
first responders drove utility vehicles to 
their location. “The drone cut our 
search time by hours,” 
Ashbacher says. esa pteretinal

I n 2017, three people inexperienced with the Upper Iowa River set out to 
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That particular drone can carry up to 5 pounds 
and has been used in several water rescues. It has 
delivered ropes to stranded boaters, its infrared 
camera illuminates night searches, and it can drop 
life preservers to people in danger of being swept 
away by water. 

The Decorah Fire Department, an almost entirely 
volunteer company that covers 240 square miles in 
northeastern Iowa, purchased its drone about a 
year earlier with funds raised in the community. 
“There will be a day when it will save a life,” 
Ashbacher says. 


REDUCING THE RISK Similar stories are 
reported across the country. Algona, lowa, 
firefighters used a drone to locate a man having a 
heart attack after he and his granddaughter were 
stranded on a river while boating. In Mechanic 
Falls, Maine, an 18-year-old man and 12-year-old 
boy were delivered life jackets by drone when they 
were caught on a slippery rock in a raging current. 

Drones helped investigate a rash of fires among 
old buildings in Rockford, Ill., in 2017. Extensive 
damage made it impossible for firefighters or 
investigators to enter the structures. In some cases, 
getting close wasn't even an option due to the 
danger of a collapse. A job too risky for people was 
perfect, however, for a drone. 

Police are also using drones to track and capture 
suspects. Modesto, Calif., police used a drone in 
2016 to tail a robbery suspect as he fled and scaled 
a fence. Thanks to the drone, officers were waiting 
on the other side. 
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Increasingly, unmanned aerial vehicles - aka 
drones - are reducing the amount of time it takes, 
and the risk involved, in making rescues or 
arrests. Even routine tasks, such as investigating a 
fender bender, can be done more quickly and 
safely with drones. 

“There is all manner of use for these with 
search-and-rescue, as well as accident 
investigations,” says Brian Wynne, president and 
CEO of the Association for Unmanned Vehicle 
Systems International, a Washington, D.C.-based 
nonprofit that advocates for unmanned systems 
and robotics. “These are very labor-intensive jobs. 
There are officers out there with tape measures 
and cars whizzing by them. You can do those 
measurements in a matter of seconds with a drone 
from a much safer space.” 

Kyle Snyder is director of the NextGen Air 
Transportation Consortium, a group of experts 
from academia, industry and government who 
research aviation technology development at North 
Carolina State University. He believes that drones 
soon will be considered standard issue for police, 
similar to handcuffs and a gun. 

“Expect to see every law-enforcement vehicle 
have one in its trunk to help with scene 
investigation,” Snyder predicts. 


DRONES AT WORK The military's use of drones 
has sparked debate about their role in targeting 
enemy combatants while keeping American 
servicemembers out of harm's way. On the 
domestic front, smaller drones - much more like 
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remote-controlled airplanes — can be purchased for 
less than $100 in many department stores or 
online, giving hobbyists hours of enjoyment 
zipping them around local parks and open fields. 

In between are commercial drones that are 
used by a wide range of operators and businesses, 
from the Decorah Fire Department to farmers 
monitoring fields and real-estate agents trying to 
sell houses. 

Those industries are already exploring ways in 
which they can use data, video and photography 
from drones, says Trevor Hogan, a firefighter in 
Rockford and a co-owner of Northern Illinois 
Vertical Data. 

Hogan's drone has taken video tours of large 
properties for sale to assist real-estate agents, and 
flown over building sites to help Hogan determine 
whether construction progress is matching written 
plans. He believes that as Americans become more 
accustomed to seeing drones and their benefits, 
demand will rise. He also expects drones to play a 
significant role in agriculture. 

Over an 80-acre field, Hogan can take hundreds 
of pictures and stitch them together on his 
computer. From the photos, he can see places with 
high weed pressure that might need herbicide 
applications or an area in which crops might be in 
distress, indicating the need for soil nutrient tests. 
“You can compare these maps with soil sample: 
and soil testing, elevation changes in the fiel 
says. “It’s another piece of the puzzle to show why 
some areas of the field produce more.” 

An infrared sensor on a drone can measure 
chlorophyll content in plants, That data might 
allow a farmer to apply fertilizer only to field 
sections that really need it, as opposed to doing a 
whole-field application. 

“The whole field might not need nitrogen but 
maybe a part of it does, and you can increase that 
yield 10 to 20 bushels per acre,” said Jerry Hatfield, 
director of the National Laboratory for Agriculture 
and the Environment, part of the Department of 
Agriculture’s Agricultural Research Service. 

That not only saves the farmer money and time, 
but it decreases unnecessary fertilizer applications 
— ultimately reducing the amount of nitrogen and 
phosphorus causing environmental damage when 
they reach rivers and streams. 

“When it comes down to precision agriculture, 
you're not treating the field as a whole,” Hogan 
says. “You're making little custom management 
plans for smaller sections of a field.” 

In the future, drones may help improve crops 
and speed production. Snyder has seen prototypes 
of drones that can pluck apples from trees. “It’s not 
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routine or mass-produced right now, but there are 
people showing that you can do those things 
today,” he says. 


RIDING HIGH Hogan is far from alone in 
exploring opportunities to build business using 
drones. As more uses for them are developed, 
business is expected to boom at companies like his 
nationwide. 

“Drones: Reporting for Work,” a 2016 report from 
Goldman Sachs, estimates that civil governments 
and businesses may spend $13 billion on drones by 
2020. It lists construction, agriculture, insurance 
claims, offshore oil and gas, police and fire, the 
Coast Guard, journalism and the Border Patrol as 
large-growth areas. 

“I can't think of very many segments of the U.S. 
economy that might not benefit from this tech, 
Wynne says. “The applications go on and on.” 

Amazon, the online retail giant, drew notice 
when it floated the idea of delivering packages via 
drones. “In a rural area, a delivery truck might 
pull to the end of a driveway and use a drone to 
deliver to a target on the lawn,” Wynne says. “That 
saves time and money. Those technologies are 
being tested as we speak.” 

Packages aren't the only things that might hitch 
a ride through the skies. Wynne envisions a day 
when people might hop on a drone on a rooftop in 
New York City or Chicago to be delivered to 
another location nearby, avoiding the congested 
traffic associated with big cities. He’s heard 
ride-sharing companies discuss how such services 
could work. 

“It’s getting close to ‘Jetsons’ stuff," Wynne says, 
referencing the 1960s-era cartoon set in a world of 
flying cars and robots. 

All this is possible, he adds, The sky is the limit, 
but there are still significant hurdles to overcome 
before we leap from dropping notes to stranded 
boaters to dropping passengers at a football game. 


SAFETY AND SECURITY Maybe the most 
significant of those hurdles is safety, While the 
technology used in drones is advancing rapidly, 
there are still concerns about the safety of people 
on the ground. Malfunctions or user error could 
cause serious damage to a person or property if a 
drone fell from the sky. 

In 2014, the Federal Aviation Administration 
started granting exemptions to allow companies 
to use drones to support their businesses but 
implemented rules to address safety issues. Part 
107 specifies, among other things, that the drone 
must remain in the operator's line of sight, must 
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not fly over people, must be operated during 
daylight hours, and cannot exceed certain speeds 
and heights. 

“The one thing we all generally preach is 
public safety first,” says Bob Gonsalves, president 
of the U.S. Association of Unmanned Aerial 
Videographers, a Marietta, Ga.-based organization 
for commercial drone operators, 

That said, Gonsalves adds that the rules hinder 
the business uses for drones. Oil pipelines, for 
example, run for miles through uninhabited areas. 
Using a drone for inspections might require the 
aircraft to leave the line of sight with little or no 
risk to anyone. 

“The biggest challenge today is that technology 
is outpacing regulations,” Gonsalves says. “Some 
regulations going in place today are already 
outdated by the evolution of the technology.” 

He points to geofencing, which uses GPS and 
radio frequencies to set up invisible barriers that 
restrict drones to a certain space, to demonstrate 
that drones can be operated more safely than 
many believe. 

Also, commercial operators spend thousands of 
dollars on their equipment. They are invested in 
safety if for no other reason than because they are 
invested in their businesses. 

“Professional, commercial UAV operators, on a 
whole, are as safe and as responsible as they can 
be,” Gonsalves says. 

Physical safety aside, some also worry about 
privacy issues as citizens, businesses and 
government entities use unmanned aircraft with 
cameras to roam the skies. Social media sites and 
the Internet are full of stories about neighbors 
becoming upset when someone flies a drone over 
their fences or seemingly spies on them. 

In 2015, a Kentucky man shot down a drone he 
said was spying on his teen daughter while she 
sunbathed in the yard. Concerns over invasion of 
privacy have led to a number of states and cities 
creating special laws for drones. 

According to the National Conference of State 
Legislatures, at least 38 states considered laws 
pertaining to drones in 2017, and 17 states enacted 
23 pieces of legislation, many centered on safety 
and privacy issues. South Dakota adopted a law 
that prohibits using a drone to record someone in a 
place with a reasonable expectation of privacy. 
Oregon made it illegal to fly a drone over private 
property in a way that annoys or harasses the 
property owner. 

Others are concerned that drones might get in 
the way at the wrong time. Indiana enacted a law 
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that creates the crime of “public safety remote 
aerial interference,” which applies to anyone who 
uses a drone to obstruct or interfere with law 
enforcement, firefighters, emergency medical 
responders or search-and-rescue personnel, A 
second offense is a felony. 

The Institute for National Security and 
Counterterrorism (INSCT) at Syracuse University 
documents dozens of local ordinances regulating 
drones, including a law in Daly City, Calif., that 
bans drones from public parks, and another in 
Aberdeen, S.D., that has made it illegal to operate a 
drone over many public spaces, as well as “over 
property that the operator does not own” without 
permission. 

Gonsalves said he has long expected privacy to 
be a major hurdle for drone operators. “Personal 
privacy is emotionally driven,” he says. “A lot of 
these local nuisance and privacy laws that we're 
starting to see pop up across the country are not 
based in fact. They're based in emotion.” 

The real issue, Gonsalves says, is not the use of 
drones. It’s privacy. 

“Privacy laws already exist,” he points out. 
“Don’t focus on the technology. If someone is 
violating someone else’s personal property, it 
doesn’t matter if it’s happening with a cellphone, a 
(digital camera) or a drone. They’re violating 
someone's personal space, and there are already 
laws for that.” 

‘Wynne believes concerns over privacy will start 
to wane, as they have for other technologies that 
might allow government entities or businesses to 
observe someone’s whereabouts. He points to 
radio-frequency identification (RFID) tags, a device 
that allows vehicles to automatically pay highway 
tolls without slowing down. 

“That's a lot better than waiting to put your 50 
cents into a basket,” Wynne says. “That was years 
ago that we were talking about that (as a privacy 
concern). Now we voluntarily let people know 
where I am and what I’m doing.” 

At the end of the day, unmanned vehicles will 
serve many purposes, and it’s likely that the 
concerns people have today will go by the wayside 
once the technology shows its usefulness, he says. 

“Ultimately what matters to people is, is it better 
for me?” Wynne asks. “Right now, it’s getting 
momentum.” £3

ON MAY 31, 2017, THE SONS OF THE AMERICAN LEGION tallied its nationwide 
fundraising efforts to assist organizations that help children facing challenges, from 
autism to physical abuse. The total for the fundraising year was $594,413.91, a record in 
a journey of aid that has poised the Sons in 2019 to break the $8 million mark in 
cumulative donations since 1954, when the Legion established the Child Welfare 


Foundation (CWF). 


All contributions to CWF flow directly to groups 
that can make the biggest differences in the lives 
of children, a dynamic that has been part of the 
Legion’s identity since the mid-1920s, when 
Legionnaires realized it would be too costly and 
labor-intensive to start and staff orphanages in 
every state. A better approach, they agreed, was to 
support other agencies and associations through 
funds, volunteerism and advocacy. CWF was, and 
continues to be, an extension of that thinking. 

More than $16 million in CWF grants have been 
disbursed since Dr. Garland Murphy, a decorated 
World War II flight surgeon and former American 
Legion Department of Arkansas commander, 
donated to the national organization fractional 
mineral rights to 10,000 acres of oil-rich land he 
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owned in the Williston Basin of Montana and 
North Dakota. His one condition: the gift had to be 
used to help children. From that seed, more than 
$500,000 in grants per year are issued to groups 
ranging from Father Flanagan's Boys’ Home at Boys 
Town, Neb., to the Common Strand Foundation of 
Virginia for its project to help children of those 
suffering from post-traumatic stress disorder. 
American Legion support for young people - 
a pillar value of the organization - takes many 
forms around the world. Legionnaires from Alan 
Seeger Post 2 in Mexico City borrowed money to 
build a school in the mountain village of 
Magdalena Petlacalco and provide monthly 
stipends to help educate blind, abused and 
abandoned kids in the community. “I don’t care

where you are in the world, children are children,” 
then-Post 2 adjutant Dave Pederson told 

The American Legion Magazine in 2011. “And kids 
here are not well taken care of, especially the ones 
who have been abused. They need help.” 

“It's part of being a veteran and being an 
American,” added then-post commander Andrew 
Zgolinski. 

In Cascade, Idaho, Legionnaires purchase warm 
coats, boots and gloves for low-income 
schoolchildren. In the Department of Kansas, 
Operation North Pole at Fort Riley distributes 
hundreds of toys to children of deployed soldiers 
during a two-day celebration of games, gifts, 
goodies and a visit from Santa. Legionnaires from 
Brig. Gen. Robin Olds Post THO] in Thailand 
donated new school uniforms for poor students at 
a local elementary school last fall. And in 2016, 
members of American Legion Post 171 in Cripple 
Creek, Colo., rebuilt the uninhabitable home of a 
100 percent disabled post-9/11 Marine Corps 
veteran whose young son has muscular dystrophy. 
Post 171 member Curt Sorenson calls thi! 
“camaraderie around a common cause.” 

The ways in which The American Legion fulfills 
its Children & Youth mission often overlap with the 
organization’s other pillars. Boy Scouts of America 
(BSA) was the first youth program officially 
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endorsed by the Legion, via a resolution at the Ist 
National Convention in 1919. The symmetry 
between veterans and Scouts was natural for posts 
across the country, as the Legion soon grew to 
become the largest non-faith-based sponsor of BSA 
units, today supporting more than 2,300 packs and 
troops worldwide. That relationship, which in 
many communities includes annual flag-retirement 
ceremonies, could be indexed under the 
Americanism or National Security pillars of Legion 
service as well as Children & Youth. 

The main argument for American Legion 
Baseball, introduced at the 1925 South Dakota 
Department Convention in Milbank, $.D., came 
from former Army Mqj. John L. Griffith, first 
commissioner of the Big Ten Conference, who told 
Legionnaires that sports and fitness opportunities 
for young people are a matter of national security. 
“You remember it was only a few years ago we 
commenced hastily and earnestly to take stock of 
our boy power and manpower ... because we 
realized in those days that it is the nation of 
physically fit men who would win the war, that we 
as a people were not physically fit for the last war, 
and we must cure that condition ... If the 12,000 
American Legion posts could do that, I can think 
of nothing of greater importance or consequence in 
these days.” 
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Griffith’s recommendation was adopted as a 
national program the following year, one that 
imparts much more than catching, throwing and 
batting skills through an oath to “keep the rules, 
keep faith with my teammates, keep my temper, 
keep myself fit, keep a stout heart in defeat, keep 
my pride under control in victory” and “keep a 
sound soul, a clean mind and a healthy body.” 

Former Arizona Diamondbacks star outfielder 
Luis Gonzalez, who played Legion Baseball for 
Post 248 in Tampa, Fla., has said it mattered 
to him that veterans were behind the 
program. “I learned a lot about 
respect,” he said. “When those 
guys came out to see you at the 
ballpark, you always knew 
that they sacrificed for us to 
go out and play hard.” 

The American Legion’s 
nationwide movement in the 
1920s to build and manage 
swimming pools and sports 
facilities in communities was 
certainly an initiative with 
children and youth in mind. 

In 1921, posts in the Department 
of Pennsylvania launched a School 
Award Medal program to recognize 
character, service and citizenship 
among young people. The program 
went national in 1926, which delivered more 
than 25,000 medals last year to young people who 
met the criteria. 

Also in 1921, when The American Legion and 
the National Education Association formalized a 
relationship to secure “for America a program of 
education adequate to meet the needs of the 20th 
nly about half of the nation’s 27 million 
school-age children attended classes daily. As the 
relationship unfolded, the Legion published two 
textbooks on history and civics for use in public 
schools and over the decades has distributed 
millions of dollars in college scholarships, taught 
flag education to kids and put veterans in 
classrooms to discuss wartime experiences. 

The American Legion’s Children & Youth identity 
formed two distinct lanes that occasionally 
intersected: 

* Programs and services for responsible 

US. citizenship and leadership, such as Boys 
State in 1935, the National Oratorical Contest in 
1938, Boys Nation in 1946, Junior Shooting Sports

in 1991, Youth Cadet Law Enforcement and similar 
first-response programs over the past half-century, 
sponsorship of Junior ROTC programs worldwide, 
and hundreds of local efforts to promote 
wholesome development of youth, from high 
school rodeo in Wyoming to an after-school chess 
club in Oregon. 
= Programs and services for children in need - 
especially those facing difficulties beyond their 
control - including development of “children’s 
billets” for orphans and atrisk kids, regional 
Legion and Auxiliary case workers for 
children in need, Temporary 
Financial Assistance (TFA) cash 
grants for financially strapped 
military and veteran families 
with minor children at home, 
CWF, support for Special 
Olympics and hundreds of 
local initiatives worldwide. 
The Children & Youth 
lanes intersected for Jerome 
Fortenberry, whose father was 
a disabled World War I veteran 
who died in the middle of the 
Depression, leaving five children. 
First to arrive at the distraught 
family’s home were the local 
American Legion post commander 
and service officer. Fortenberry said 
it was The American Legion that held the family 
together, keeping food on the table and a roof 
overhead. He went on to serve in the Navy during 
World War II and later was elected the Legion’s 
national chaplain. After he was ordained as a 
Roman Catholic priest, Father Fortenberry was a 
devoted figure in ANAVICUS (Army, Navy and Air 
Force Veterans in Canada and the United States), 
which raises funds to provide college scholarships 
for young people. 
Jones recounted in his 1946 history another story 
where the two lanes intersected: 


“A veteran of Armenian birth and 
American naturalization brought his son to 
the U.S.A. after the war only to have the boy 
held at Ellis Island and ordered deported 
because of a contagious eye disease, 
trachoma. Through a Legion post to which 
the father belonged, a temporary delay was 
secured, then national aid to support the 
boy at Ellis Island hospital in hope of curing 
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him, making him legally admissible. The 
Public Health Service reported him 
incurable. Dr. H.W. Wilmer, famous 
ophthalmologist from Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore, was enlisted by the 
Legion (and) declared there was hope of 
cure. For three years, the Legion paid the 
hospital bill, while national officers twice 
visited Washington to secure delay in 
deportation. At the end, the lad was cured, 
sent to join his father. It had cost national 
emergency funds of $1,600, while the 
father’s contributions and local Legion 
helped pay the rest. The son of one 
immigrant who had fought for America was 
saved from becoming a blind beggar in 
Eastern Europe. Sixteen years later, the 
Legion heard that this Armenian lad, then 
married, had one other request to make of 
America. He wanted his 3A status in the 
Selective Service changed to 1A so that he 
could fight for the United States.” 


Through the decades, The American Legion has 
had numerous influential staff directors, but few 
compare to Emma Puschner, a former St. Louis 
social worker who helped shape U.S. policy on 
support for children and families. Working in 1925 
with National Commander James A. Drain and 
newly appointed Children’s Welfare Committee 
Chairman Mark McKee, who had personally 
adopted several orphaned children after the war, 
Puschner helped frame the “Whole Child Plan,” 
which stated that every kid deserves nothing less 
than a home, health, education, character and 
opportunity. 

The American Legion had already established 
national “children’s billets” in Kansas, Michigan 
and New Jersey, but suspended that program 
(although Legion children’s homes operated well 
into the 21st century, the last of which was in 
Knightstown, Ind.) as new facilities in California 
and Tennessee were in the planning stages. By 
shifting its strategy, the Legion's Child Welfare 
Committee and its allies - with significant 
assistance from the American Legion Endowment 
Fund (now the American Legion Veterans & 
Children Foundation) - was able to provide more 
than $57 million in direct financial aid to help 
7.5 million children between 1925 and 1945. 

The American Legion stormed to the forefront of 
national leadership regarding families and 
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Emma Puschner 


influenced policy on child labor, education, fitness 
and prevention of juvenile delinquency. Puschner, 
who was a White House consultant for what 
became the federal Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children program, was such a well-known figure 
that she appeared on the radio as herself in a 1944 
episode of “The Guiding Light,” in which she 
addressed juvenile delinquency, community 
response to it and the importance of keeping 
families together. 

“A nation that neglects to strengthen the security 
of its families, on which the future soundness of 
its own citizenship will be founded, cannot long 
maintain itself as a democracy,” Puschner wrote in 
the March 1941 National Legionnaire. 

The two lanes of Children & Youth have seen 
many remarkable moments over the past century. 
A 1942 American Legion National Oratorical 
Contest championship helped future Senate 
Foreign Relations Chairman Frank Church of Idaho 
go to Stanford University. CNN co-founder Lou 
Dobbs won the oratorical contest in the same 
department at 17, an accomplishment he called 
“fundamental to my ability to communicate in 
public.” In 1967, future U.S. ambassador and 
presidential candidate Alan Keyes of Texas was 
first to win the National Oratorical Contest and be 
elected president of American Legion Boys Nation 
in the same year. Another Texan, Kevin Sladek, 
repeated that feat in 1999, 
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Young men gather in the mess hall at the first Sunflower Boys State in Wichita, Kan, in 1937, sowkstsjataie 


Hundreds of public figures ~ including President 
Bill Clinton - participated in American Legion 
Boys State programs. The 2002 American Legion 
National Junior Shooting Sports champion, Jamie 
Corkish, won an Olympic gold medal in the 
50-meter rifle competition in 2012 and went on to 
coach and mentor other young marksmen after she 
retired from competition. American Legion 
Baseball has now produced 81 National Baseball 
Hall of Famers. 

Millions of children throughout the nation and 
around the world have benefited from American 
Legion programs, services, funds and compassion, 
and an incalculable number of scholarships have 
made college possible for millions more, from the 
children of military personnel killed on duty since 
9/11 to the annual Eagle Scout of the Year. 

The American Legion Riders dedicate their 
annual Legacy Run to the children of 
servicemembers who have lost their lives or 
became disabled on active duty since 9/11. At the 
100th American Legion National Convention in 
2018, the Riders celebrated a fifth straight year of 
eclipsing the $1 million mark for the American 
Legion Legacy Scholarship Fund, which provides 
college money to young people like Elizabeth 
Brunke-Turner, whose father was 100 percent 
disabled after service in Iraq. She is using her 
$20,000 Legacy Scholarship to study molecular 
biology at Johns Hopkins University so she might 
one day become a surgeon who can help veterans. 
“My father’s service, and other peoples’ service, 
has very much inspired me,” she said. “It’s not just 
about going out to dangerous parts of the world. 
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It’s any kind of service that helps people ... that’s 
part of why I want to be a surgeon - that idea of 
helping people, helping soldiers who have gone out 
and sacrificed.” 

In January, when the federal government 
shutdown meant no mid-month paychecks for 
active-duty members of the Coast Guard, 

The American Legion offered expedited TFA grants 
to affected junior enlisted families with children at 
home. The distribution was an all-time single- 
month record for TFA: $1,030,163, which included 
aid for 3,120 children of 1,713 members of the 
Coast Guard. American Legion posts across the 
country also conducted their own fundraisers, 
served meals, and distributed items like diapers 
and baby food. 

American Legion Committee on Children & Youth 
Chairman Herbert J. Petit summarizes the massive 
mission of this pillar of service into three main 
objectives: “to strengthen the family unit; to 
support quality organizations that provide services 
for children and youth; and to provide communities 
with well-rounded programs that meet the physical, 
educational, emotional and spiritual needs of 
young people. The committee works to provide 
hope for children who face health, safety, discipline 
or home-life challenges and provides opportunities 
for young people to succeed.” 

Fulfillment of that mission has proven just what 
it means to be a veteran, an American and a 
Legionnaire. &¥

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In 2010, The American Legion formed a 
relationship with the National Speech & Debate 
Association (NSDA), which shares the Legion's 
vision of empowering youth to become effective 
‘communicators, critical thinkers and leaders in a 
democratic society. Every year, the top three 
finishers in the Legion’s National Oratorical Contest 
qualify for the NSDA’s Original Oratory or U.S. 
Extemporaneous Speaking category. 

The NSDA was established as the National Forensic League 
in 1925, and more than 150,000 youth participate in NSDA 
competitive speech and debate activities annually. 

“Our goal is to provide the best possible opportunity for 
educators to succeed in building strong and vibrant curricular 
and co-curricular programs,” says J. Scott Wunn, NSDA’s 
executive director, “We feel the art of oratory is a skill that all 
youth ought to have as they pursue their life ambitions. Speech 
and debate develops skills in career readiness, argumentation 
and rhetoric, and enhances the civic-mindedness of students.” 

Wunn recently spoke to The American Legion Magazine. 


Why is the relationship between The American Legion 
and the NSDA important?

Editor's note: Throughout the Great War's 
centennial, The American Legion Magazine will 
publish excerpts from the letters of D.B. “Bernard” 
Ryan of Albion, N.Y,, who served as an Army 
infantry officer and helped found American 
Legion Sheret Post 35 in 1919. 


PARIS, APRIL 2, 1919 

I believe the French are much dissatisfied with the progress of the Peace 
Conference. | am not perturbed by the attitude of the newspapers, as they are 
seeking trouble, but | do believe that the French in general would have been much 
better pleased to have finished the war with a severe beating for the Hun rather 
than an armistice. And there may be something in the argument that the rapid 
demobilization ~ or not so rapid, depending on your point of view - while still at 
war has provoked and increased the Hun's arrogance. But | can't believe that 
without an organization, without his ships and U-boats, without means of 
provisioning and supplies, the Hun can for the present cause us serious trouble. 
But in the meantime we have passed five months without the terms of peace being 
imposed on the conquered. | can understand why some are “facheuse.” Marshall is 
reported to be, but at the same time he is supposed to have said that Germany has 
no longer an army. And there you are! 


APRIL 8, 1919 

Thank you for the clippings ~ the home news and the theatre & the Argonne 
lecture ad about the camps and Gen, Stanbery. If| had sailed with him I surely 
would have been demobilized and home for Easter, wouldn't I? I think you are 
wonderful to be so generous and so spirited in my behalf and it is my earnest 
prayer that | will be able to show that | appreciate it and that | may deserve it all. 
Well, | won't be there for all the parades and celebrations and homecomings, but 
| know that | will have such a welcome from you as nothing else can equal. 

Of course put up your “Welcome” sign. It is for the others as well as for me. 


APRIL 25,1919 

1am sending you today’s Stars and Stripes - or will do so as soon as | have read it. 
You will note that sailings are ever on the increase ~ that the schedule is not only 
being adhered to but is being advanced, So | expect that getting home will not be 
so difficult, As to asking for leave of absence first, | may and | may not. | adhere to 
my desire to go up through the Argonne and would like also to go to England. On 
the other hand, | have kicked myself so many times for passing up a chance of 
getting home that | am not inclined to do anything to hold it up again. 

Yesterday's news gave something of a start to the world. | scented something of 
interest when | set out yesterday morning and noticed that pedestrians were 
reading their morning journals with unusual interest. And then | reached the news 
stand and read my own its statement by President Wilson. | felt prouder than ever 
that | was an American and more enthusiastic than ever for my president. His was 
surely a bold stand ... and | have now full confidence in his power to back it up. We 
are, after all, proving ourselves to be really an enlightened people and showing the 
world that our ideals are actual and not confined solely to fine phrases.

Job search strategies for older candidates 


Are you 50, 60, 65 or older? If so, do 
you think your age might be having a 
negative effect on your job search? 

Let's be honest about age 
discrimination in employment. 
Although it still exists, the market is not 
nearly as difficult for older candidates 
than it was a decade or two ago. Much 
of this can be attributed to the seismic 
shift that’s occurred in the employment 
paradigm. Most companies are not looking for candidates who 
will work there for 40 years. Instead, they want someone to 
come in and solve a problem, meet a challenge, manage a 
project, fila void, etc. 

To open yourself up to as many opportunities, connections, 
interviews and more as possible, consider these 
recommendations for your résumé, Linkedin profile and other 
career communications: 

* Don’t start by highlighting that you have 25, 30 or more 
years of experience. Let someone read about your skills, 
achievements, career highlights and more; then your age 
becomes much less significant, if a concern at al. f you are 
compelled to use a number, consider “15+” which, in reality, 
does include “30.” 

* Don’t include all of your work experience. A résumé is not

an autobiographical essay of your entire work life. Neither is 
your Linkedin profile, Rather, they are written to showcase your 
most recent experience (10 to 20 years, in general) and the most 
significant highlights of your career. What about that job in 
1980? Gone! It simply doesn't matter at this point in your career. 
* Dohighlight notable achievements from long ago. if you 
have a few select achievements from decades ago, include 
them. Put them in a short section ~a paragraph or a few bullet 
points - at the end of your work experience. You can highlight 
your success without including all the details (dates, titles, 
ranks, locations). 

= Don’t date your education. So many job seekers work hard 
to mask the number of years they've been working, then 
include the date they graduated from college, OCS or other 
training, The result? They may have aged themselves out of 
consideration. Your résumé is not an application; you'll be able 
to share that info ata later time. 

* Include live links for your email address and Linkedin 
profile on your résumé. With a single click, an interested 
employer can email you or read your profile. Make it easy for 
everyone to contact you.

The Pentagon is enlisting science and industry to re-engineer 
marine microorganisms into “living tripwires to signal the passage of 
enemy subs, underwater vessels or even divers,” Defense One reports 

“The Naval Research Laboratory, or NRL, is supporting the research 
Here's how it would work: You take an abundant sea organism, like 
Marinobacter, and change its genetic makeup to react to certain 
substances left by enemy vessels, divers or equipment. These could be 
metals, fuel exhaust, human DNA or some molecule that’s not found 
naturally in the ocean but is associated with, say, diesel-powered 
submarines.” 

That reaction could then be fed into sensors that Navy assets would 
use to detect, monitor and track hostile activity. 

Defense One notes that the Army, Navy and Air Force have poured 
$45 million into this sort of research under the Applied Research for 
the Advancement of Science and Technology Priorities Program on 
Synthetic Biology for Military Environments. 


Calling all drunks 


Police usually focus on getting drunks off the streets, but a police 
department in Pennsylvania recently put a call out for volunteers to get 
drunk in order to assist “in training officers to administer Standardized 
Field Sobriety Tests during suspected DUI traffic stops.” 

The Kutztown Police Department posted a Facebook message asking 
for volunteers with a “clean criminal history,” who are in “good health 
between the ages of 25 and 40 with no history of drug or alcohol 
abuse,” “willing to drink hard liquor to the point of inebriation.” 
Volunteers had to “sign a waiver releasing the Borough of Kutztown of 
any liability” and had to bring a “sober/responsible party” to “take care 
and control after the training.” 

‘As NPR reports, the police department “was flooded with eager 
volunteers" and announced soon after posting its call that it had 
received “an overwhelming response.”

A: There is a program called Accelerated 
Payment that will make a lump-sum payment 
of 60 percent of the cost of your tuition and 
fees. The high cost means they must be double 
the monthly housing you receive for VA 
benefits. To receive this payment, you must 
enroll in a high-tech program and commit your 
intent to seek employment in a high-tech 
industry. Your program is on the approved list. 
Ifyou would like to receive this payment, 
contact your school officials and advise them 
youare requesting Accelerated Payment.
